ugcraont. 


The ndvantagns of I'oot culture to 


tin: soil possess liiglior claims to our 
notice than the bare influence it has in 
ameliorating the soil; it constitutes, 
otherwise, by far tho best means of 
economically 
feeding and fattening 


farm stock, and adds greatly to the 
means of fertilizing the soil. It trebles 
the amount of cattle food and doubles 
tlie quantity of manure. It moreover 
may be made to supply a largo portion 
of human food. Potatoes constitute a 
great portion of the bread and meat 
nl tho Irish peasantry—and there aro 
no people more hale and robust than 
the Irish. lrrom this crop they feed 
their cows, fatten their pigs and poultry, 
and form an article of foreign com- 
merce. The turnip has long been an 
important crop in England. Its intro- 
duction occasioned one of those revo- 
lutions in rural art which are constantly 
occurring among husbandmen; and, 
though the revolution came on with 
slow and gradual steps.it is completely 
and thoroughly established. 
Before 


tho introduction of this root it was im- 
possible to cultivate light soils success- 
fully, or to derive suitable rotations for 
cropping them with advantage. It was 
also a difficult tusk to support live 
stock through the winter and spring 
months, and, as for feuding and fatten- 
ing catlle and sheep for market during 
these implement seasons, the practice 
was hardly thought of, and still more 
rarely attempted, unless when a full 
stock of hay was provided, which only 
happened in a very few instances. Tho 
benefits derived from the turnip bus-• 
bandry are, therefore, of great magni- 
tude. Light soils are now cultivated 
with prolit and facility; abundance of 
food is provided for man and beast; 
the earth is turned to the uses for which 
it is physically calculated, and, by 
being suitably cleaned with this pre- 
paratory crop, a bed is provided for 
grass seeds, wherein they llourish and 
prosper with greater vigor than after 
anv other preparation. The sugar-beet 
culture in France and Germany now 
furnishes annually millions of pounds 
of 
sugar 
for human consumption, 


while tne residuum of the crop enables 
them to enjoy the luxury of good beef 
and good mutton, which were scarce 
commodities with 
them before the 


sugar-beet culture was introduced. In 
the culinary or kitchen department the 
liberal use of roots has in a measure 
become indispensable to wholesome 
diet, and while they are grateful to tho 
palate and promo'tive of health, they 
greatly 
economize 
the expense of 


bread and meat. Five things are es- 
sential in the culture of root crops. 
First, a dry soil; second, a rich soil; 
third, adeepsoil; fourth, a well-pulver- 
ized soil; and fifth, good after-culture. 
The crop will be abundant in propor- 
tion as these several requisites are re- 
garded, and deficient in proportion as 
they are neglected.— Boston Herald.

against American petroleum; and direct- 
ing the Committee on Foreign Affairs to 
mqulru Into the propriety of like dis- 
crlmlualloa against German products. 
Referred. 


Mr- Uloimt secured the passage of the 


Bcnate bill providing for the erection ol 
a public building at Macou, Gs., at a cost 
uot to exceed $125,000. 


Mr. Wise secured the passage of the

Un motion ot Mr. Randall, the House 


wont liito committee of the whole on the 
naval appropriation bill. 


On notion of Mr. Payson, the House 


concurred in tho Senate amendment to 
the Texas Pacific bill. 


On motion of Mr. Hopkins the House 


concurred In the Senate amendments to 
the bill for tho prohibition of the import- 
ation of contract labor. 


It was agreed to give the remainder ol 


tho day to tho consideration ol business 
from the Committee on the District ol 
Columbia.

Mr. Hewitt (ol Pennsylvania) araiifl 


that tho two essentials lor new ships 
wore speed mid weight ot metal. 
Ho wus 


heartily In favor of the proposition to re- 
build tho navy. 


Mr. Cannon (of Illinois) said they had 


boon told by Ihe other side, and notably 
by Mr. Randall, that there was no great 
hiirry about the navy; that It could be 
done at somo future tlmo; but recently 
they had boon struck by a new light as 
sudden as that which struck down Saul 
on his way to Damascus. He contsnded 
that the Nuvul Advisory Board now ex- 
isting had bollod down tho wisdom and 
i-xpurlcncc of the world, and their views 
were far inoro valuable than those ol 
such a board as this bill proposed. Ho 
wu'it"d a navy, but saw no way of get- 
tin" It by the plan of awards. 


Mr. Reid (of 
Maine) expressed his 


surprise that alter the course ol the 
Democratic 
party in the past, there 


should be produced such au egg and 
such 
a bird. 
Ho critlcUed the 
bill 


which he said in effect declared the pow- 
ers that wore to be Incompetent lor the 
duties devolved upon thorn. He was op- 
posed to non-responsible agents, aud 
said the idea of uou-polltlcal boards 
Has 
Iho 
worst, it opened the dooi 


to more corruption; for Republican news- 
papors would uot attack It for fear of 
hitting 
their 
political 
friends, and

Mr. Randall (ol Pennsylvania) (defend- 


ed tho action of the Democratic party in 
the last wosslon, which had appropriated 
liberally for the completion of cruisers 
already begun, but had wisely awaited 
their completion in order that their cf- 
llcacy might be tested. 
Now he said 


when they sought In an honest, straight- 
forward way to accomplish what tho 
other side had dosirod, why should thcj 
oppose It? 


Mr. Curtln (of Pennsylvania) declared 


the wooileu ships

nnd all. Thou he proceeded to eulogize 
the modoru armored vessels, when he 
was Interrupted by Mr. Hiscock (ol New 
York), who said there was nothing In th'.1 
bill which required that the ships should 
bo of metal.. Mr. Curtln (in surprise)i 
"Is that so?" Ho was assured that sucH 
was tho case, and exclaimed: -"Then I 
won't vote lor the bill." [Loud laughter } 
Ho said ho would theu offer au amend 
mout to the bill requiring them to be ol 
melfil. 


Mr. McAcloo (of New York) advocated 


the construction of ships in the Govern- 
ment navy yards 


Mr. Eaton (ot Connecticut) said Iwo 


things were needed: a navy and propel 
harbor defenses; and he should favor Ui8 
harbor defenses before Ihe restoration of 
tin1 navy. 


Mr. Kelly (ol Pennsylvania) asked Mr. 


Kntoti It ho did or did uot think that the 
bill should say what kind of vessels 
should bo built In view of the fact .that 
the highest authority had declared tho 
last ten armored vessels built by the 
British (.ovenimeut unseaworthy. 


Mr. Eaton replied that If the British 


Admiralty hid been unable to build !. 
nhi|i, ne ther Mr. Kelly, himself, uor any 
man In America could tell what kind of 
11 snip should lie built, 
lu the course ot 


his remarks, ho said that complications 
growing out of the fishery questions 
would make an occasion when a navy 
mlsht bo dosirod and needed. 


Tho general debate was then closed. 
Mr. Thomas (of Illinois) raised points 


of order that this section was new legis- 
lation, and not iu order on this bill; that 
It changed existing law. The Chair sus- 
tained this polut of order, and the section 
was stricken out. 


Mr. Talbott (of Maryland) offered an 


amendment piovldlng for the completion 
uf the tlrst-ulass steel cruiser provided 
fur by the act of August Gth, 1882. Agreed 
to, !H to i,l. 


Mr. 
liamlull, who had opposed the 


amendment, offered a further amendment 
providing that the construction shall be 
approved by tne Secretary of the Navy. 
Adopted. 


Mr. Thomas (of Illinois) offered 
an 


amendment appropriating $2,202,704 for 
the completion ot tho monitors. Disa- 
greed to 


Mr. Boutelle (of Maine) offered 
an 


amendment providing for tbe return of 
the Greoly relief steamer Alert to the 
Urltlsh Government, with the thanks of 
this Government. Adopted. 


The reading of th^bill was then_con- 


cluded, when the committee rose and re- 
ported the bill to the House. 


Mr Bandall demanded a yea ana nay 
vote on Mr. Talbott's amendment to com- 
plete the steel cruiser, and they were or- 
dered. AU the other amendments were 
agreed to without division. The amend- 
ment 
providing for the cruiser was 


adopted-yeas, 111; nays, 99. The bill 
was then passed, and at 6:30 p. m. the 
House took a recess nntil 8 p. m. 
The night session was devoted to the 


consideration of business pertaining to 
the District of Columbia. The House 
passed the bill to give title to property 
sold for taxes and several minor matters 
relating to the District of Columbia. 


The House at 10:50 adjonrned until to- 


morrow.

A Great Industry in New York City 


In Little Thought About. 


With winter comes kindling wood. 


And what an Immense amount of it 
too! The fires in furnaces, stoves am 
grilles an; {'distantly goiug out, an< 
us con<»tantly require relighting. 
Th< 


rattle of the sticks dumped from th 
curt down tho coal hola is » sound al 
most as familiar aa a campaign cheer 
wliilo in front of every grocery are tal 
columns of tho more aristocratic kin 
dlmg tbat is tied up m round buuche 
unit piled ouc on top o( the other. 


By the uninitiated kindling wood i 


considered iv mere bagatelle in house 
liold arrangements — a convenient do 
mestio economy that utilues all th 
odds and ends of wood that will ac- 


< umulute and otherwise would prove a 
nuisance. But the odds and ends don't 
mipply the dnmand, or begin to. The 
manufacture of this insignificant article 
is a great and growing industry that 
employs hundreds of men and con- 
sumes as many cords of wood in this 
city everyday. 


Whr re is it all made? 
A Herald reporter went to see. Most 


of the yards are on the West side, in 
the vicinity of Gansevoort Market, yet 
there are others, and no inconsiderable 
number either, scattered along both 
water fronts from the Battery to Har- 
lem Uiver. 


The reporter, searching for a yard, 


threaded his way through those nar- 
row, dirty and obstructed streets that 
branch out o( the old Greenwich vil- 
lage, and are cut short in their bewiW- 
ilering course by the North River. 
The 


peculiar odor of pine and fresh cut 
wood greeted him as he went along. 
Within a rouple of blocks of the river 
was a long row of straggling sheds, 
with a tall brick chimnoy rising from 
their niidit. The buildings, chimney 
and even thing connected with the es- 
tablishment was painted lead color. 
.Sawdust floated, everywhere, and the 
hum of bu/.z saws drowned all other 
sounds 
Under the eaves of a one- 


story building were eight little roofa 
projecting over eight apertures, from 
which litful streams of kindling wood 
were tumbling into eight carts drawn 
up underneath. Jn less than ten min- 
utes a cart w.vs tilled, and its place 
r|uiekly taken by others that were con- 
stantly arriving, tho streams never 
stopping meanwhile. 
Through 
an 


archway further down an intermittent 
procession of one-horse carts was filing 
up from the docks loaded with straight 
grained and sound looking cord wood. 
The reporter followed a cart into the 
unclosurev 
"Is this all going to be kindling 


wood?" is tho first thought that strikes 
a beholder. Tho place was only typical 
of dozens of others, A description of 
one will answer for all. 
A large yard, 


nearly filled with tiers of cord wood, 
that rise in steps from the height of a 
man to over a score of feet. On the 
steps are laborers, with blue blouses 
and overalls, passing up the sticks to 
other laborers above. 
Under the sheds 


are rows of sawing machines, from 
which the chunks, as they eome out, are 
dropped into a slide that places them 
into an upright position under a "split- 
ter," an arrangement of crossed knives 
that descend with trip hammer force 
on tho end of the stick. From each 
cutter is a revolving belt, with brackets 
attached, that carries the split wood 
away and dumps it in tho carts out- 
side. 


In another building are the bundlers, 


the men who make up the little bundles 
of short sticks. Each bundler has a 
reservoir in front of him with an open- 
ing in tho bottom, from which he takes 
the pieces to fill the gauge by which 
they are measured 
The deftness dis- 


played by tho bmidlers in picking out 
sticks thai lit the required crevice, and 
the rnpultty with which they fill the 
gauges, are remarkable. "When full, a 
lever power is applied by the foot, and 
the bunch squeezed down to dimensions 
of about a foot in diameter. By an in- 
genious arrangement »- cord is in con- 
stant readiness to be knotted around 
the bunch. 


"It is a rather odd economy that 


kindling is made out of one of the most 
expensive timbers— Virginia pine," said 
an old dealer. 


"What does it costP" 
"Never less than six dollars a cord. 


It is all brought up here from Virginia 
in .sloops. But it is getting higher and 
less plentiful each year, and it is only a 
question of a short time when the sup- 
ply will give out altogether." 


"What will you do then?" 
'•Oh, get it from some remote point. 


The center of wood supply has gradu- 
ally been moving away from New York 
and the consumption of wood done 
away with as much as possible." 
' 'The time was, ' ' he continued, "when 


every New York family used to have aa 
open wood fire, and cheerful embers 
glowed on many hearths — the center of 
everything homelike. Now we are a 
city without hearths, and with much 
less of a home feeling about our abodes 
than of old. In those days the fuel 
was brought down from the banks of 
the Hudson, and it was possible to burn 
it prodigally and still not be extrava- 
gant." 


"How much wood is used now in 


kindlings?'' 


"I can only give you an idea of what 


the factories use — and that will surprise 
you " 


"There are about fifty factories in 


the city 
They each use on an average 


about twenty cords a day at this season. 
That is, one thousand cords of first- 
class pine timber aroused evcrv day to 
light the fires in this city. 1'he poor 
have to stand the brunt of it, too. 
They have not the room to store a load 
and so buy It by the bunch at an enor- 
mous profit to 
the dealers. 
The 


bunches, which are made from the 
waste, are sold at from one to two cents 
each, about four times their actual 
value. The poor use the most expen- 
sive wood to light their fires and pay 
more for it than the rich. And they 
will have to pay still more soon, when 
we are compelled to bring the wood. 
from Manitoba or some other out of 
Vhe way place. "—AT. Y. Herald. 


The American Merino is by far the 


most nnmerons breed of sheep in the 
Jnited States. 
Descended from the 


Spanish Merino, this breed is the pro- 
duct of the skill of the American sheep 
>reed<!r, who has increased the size, 
made the body better proportioned, and 
jreatly increased the weight of the 
ieeoe, as well as the length and 
strength of the fiber. Of medium size, 
and only medium in form for mutton 
^reduction, the great weight of fleece 
uid the hardiness of these sheep have 
made them very popular. There are 
several subvarieties of the American 
Merino; in all the rams have long horns, 
the ewes being hornless. The fleece is 
very dark in color as seen on the sheep. 
It extends over nearly the entire body, 
face, belly and legs being well covered. 
The Saxony Merino is a smaller sheep, 
giving a light fleece of exceedingly fine 
wool. This breed is not generally dis- 
tributed throughout the country. The 
French Merino is a large sheep, some- 
times giving enormously heavy fleeces, 
but little known and not popular in 
this country. 


England has given ng all our breeds 


of long or combing' wool sheep, of 
which we have the Cotswold, the Lin- 
coln and the Leicester, all large, horn- 
less breeds, giving wool of great 
length. 
The Leicester was the first 


improved Of these breeds, and has been 
used to improve each of the others. It 
is now generally smaller and gives a 
lighter 
fleece 
than either of the 


other varieties. 
Tho Cotswold is 


a very large, strong sheep, with 
a longish neck and legs, making it 
seem still larger, much resembling the 
Leicester. 
Tho most readily noticed 


difference is in tho lock of wool on the 
forehead. The Lincoln is claimed to 
give rather heavier fleeces than either 
of the others, with a stronger and bet- 
ter lustered liber. The mutton of all 
these varieties is apt to be excessively 
fat and not tho finest textured. One 
great value of all these sheep is in in- 
creasing the size and improving the 
l o i m o l small breeds with which they 
have been crossed. 


The Southdown is the typical and 


oldest breed of what are known as the 
Middle Wool Sheep. All this class have 
dark-colored faces and legs, the latter 
usually bare of wool. The fleece is of 
medium length, the body is finely 
formed, and the mutton of the South- 
down is considered of the very best. 
The Shropshire is a larger sheep than 
the Southdown, with a neavier fleece, 
of longer wool; the body has the same 
general form, well rounded, broad 
[Backed, and with well developed hind 
quarters. The head is larger and 
coarser. This variety is cow one of 
the most popular in England, and is 
becoming so in this country. The 
Hampshire resembles the Shropshire in 
many respects, both varieties inherit- 
ing some of the appearance of the 
Sputhdown. This 
variety is much 


prized in parts of Southern England. 
The Oxford Down is the result of cross- 
ing the Downs and long or combing 
wool breeds, and presents some of the 
characteristics of each of the parent 
breeds. With something of the appear- 
ance of the Downs it has nearly the 
si/e of the combing wool breeds, and 
its wool ia almost as long.—Jireeders1 
Vazette. 


Growth in America 


Demoreit't Monthly. 


The rise and fall of religions creeds 


in this country is very interesting as 
showing tjhe tendency of things with 
ua. Since 1860 the Methodists have 
kept pace with the growth of popu- 
lation. 
Twenty-four years ago they 


numbered 8,600,000. To-day they 
have about 15,000,000 adherents. 
The Baptists have increased from 
8,000,000 to about 12,000,000, which 
shows an increase of about 50 per 
cent, as to numbers, but a decrease 
of 25 per cent, compared to growth 
of population. The Presbyterians 
now number 5,500,000, against 3,- 
600,000 in 1850, about 53 per cent 
increase. 
The Lutherans have in- 


creased 60 per cent 
The Congrega- 


tionalists now number about 1,800,- 
000, an increase of only 27 per cent, 
while the population has increosed 
75 per cent 
The Episcopalians 


number 1,200,000, an increase of 33£ 
per cent, in twenty-four years. The 
Hebrews number about 700,000, an 
increase of 100 per cent in twenty- 
four years. The Friends or Qua- 
kers show a falling off of 60 por 
cent, and now number only 150,000 
persons. 


But the most startling figures of 


all are those that relate to the Koman 
Catholics. In 1860, they numbered 
3,100,000. 
That 
church to day 


claims 9,500,000 adherents, a gain 
of 200 per cent 
In fifteen years 


should the same ratio of increase 
continue, there will be 25,000,000 
Catholics in this country. No figures 
are given as to the skeptics or non- 
believers, 
but undoubtedly their 


numbers have been very much swollen 
in the last quarter of a century. 


It is a notable fact that Calvanists, 


Unitarians, Quakers, as well as the 
sects with definite creeds, are rapidly 
losing ground, while the ritualistic 
churches, such 
as Catholics and 


Episcopalians, and what may be 
called the emotional sects, such as 
Methodists and Baptists, are either 
holding their own or gaining ground. 
These changes in what may be called 
the spiritual attitude of the Nature 
will in time show itself in the very 
structure of our institutions.

The review of the consular report 


for 1884, made by the Secretary o 
State to Congress, contains much 
valuable information 
showing the 


condition of labor here and abroad. 
Dundee, Scotland, furnishes a fair 
illustration. In that city they are 
from 50,000 to 60,000 women and 
girls employed in the mills, being 
linen and jute factories. 
The time 


of work is fifty six hours per week. 
The average wages per week from 
11.45 for the lowtst class of female 
operatives to $4 06 for double loom 
weavers, piece work. Of the 140,000 
inhabitants of Dundee, 118,000 live 
in one, two and three room houses.

The Many Different Kinds, and the Mis- 


take Often Made by Farmers. 


"Grass is grass." This is too often 


the crude opinion of farmers. 
Many 


of them consider "timothy and clover" 
the only "grass" that grows and is of 
any value for meadows and pastures, 
and all other gnus.se", such as June 
grasi, red top, and others, are w^cds 
and useless. Many farmers would be 
surprised to learn, from studying any 
hand-book oa grasses such as that by 
Dr. Flint, entitled "Grasses and Fod- 
der Plants," that there are about forty 
or fifty valuable species which the 
farmer may grow with advantage and 
profit. Moreovcr.that there are grasses 
for drv, light soils, for wot land, for 
clay, for meadow, and for permanent 
pasture. 
They would be surprised, 


also, to know that that supposed de- 
spised and much-abused pest, quack- 
grass, may become one of the most 
valuable grasses for a permanent pas- 
ture, and that it can be turned under 
and destroypd as easily as as any other 
grass, or even as clover, and make a 
richer 
sod 
than 
any 
of 
them. 


The 
subject 
of 
grasses 
is 
in- 


deed one 
of 
the greatest 
inter- 


est to the farmer, 
and especially 


to a dairy farmer, and well deserves 
the closest study. As an example, we 
may simply enumeiate a fow of the 
valuable grasses which are suitable for 
culture for hay and pasture, and men- 
tion why some of them are more valu- 
able than others. 
First, timothy may 


be mentioned, because it ought to stand 
first, and is familiar to all. After it, 
and vory close to it, and before it for 
some soils, come orchard grass, tall 
oat grass (this is the evergreen grass of 
the Michigan farmers), Kentucky blue 
grass, fowl meadow grass, tall fescue, 
meadow fescue, meadow oat grass, red- 
top, creeping bent, Italian rye grass, 
perennial rye grass, meadow fox-tail, 
and several othera quite as useful in 
their places for special uses. 
Orchard 


grass is especially valuable, because it 
makes the first and last pasture, and 
once well established, and then well 
treated, will last out the farmer's life- 
time. A greater value is added to these 
grasses from the fact that a mixture of 
all or several of them will produce 
more herbage than any one, and pro- 
vide a succession of feeding from early 
spring, through the long, dry summer, 
into the late fall, and if properly man- 
aged will become more valuable year 
after year for the purposes of pas- 
ture. —New York Times.
